ADMINISTRATION PLEDGED 
ANEW TO GIVE 
STRICT ECONOMY 


MONTGOMERY, <Ala.—Cheered 
by thousands who thronged the 
streets of this historic Capital City 
under bright January skies, Ala- 
bama’s new governor, Frank Dix- 
on, a Birmingham lawyer and son 
of a Baptist minister, saw a spec- 
tacle in his honor that had more 
of a military flavor than any oth- 
er held in the State since World 
War days. 


A decorated war veteran him- 
self who sacrificed a leg in the 
conflict with Germany, the new 


46-year-old chief executive was 
visibly thrilled by the demonstra- 
tion of both regular army units 
and national guardsmen, 

Thunderous applause greeted 
Alabama's Frank Dixon and Bibb 
Graves, new and retiring govern- 
ors, respectively, Monday as the 
inaugural parade swung up histor- 
ic Dexter Avenue, 

Approximately 50,000 lined the 
streets to see the pageantry. 

MONTGOMERY, Ala,.— Ala- 
hama’s new governor, Frank M. 
Dixon, of Birmingham, Monday 
demanded a cessation of “attacks 
or. the South” and the removal of 
“artificial barriers” placed against 
the South by “partisan politics and 
sectional interests.” 

These demands were made in 
his inaugural address, keynoted 
with an attack on “discrimina- 
tions’ against the South, before 
throngs of Alabamians who flock- 
ed to the capital for the inaugural 
ceremonies, 

Governor Dixon called upon the 
South for a united Southern voice 
at the 1940 'Democratie conven- 
tion to remove these “discrimina- 
tions,” pledged himself to increase 
Alabama's school term, conserve 
the state’s resources, continue a 
road building program and de- 
clared for “efficient and economi- 
cal” government. 

The Birmingham attorney, who 
rose to the state’s highest office, 
slanding near the spot where Jef- 
ferson Davis was sworn in as pre2s- 
ident of the Confederacy, and 
placing his hand upon the same 
Bible used by Davis, swore to “sup- 
port the constitution of the Unit- 
ed States and the constitution of 
the State of Alabama,” 

His far-reaching program of 
government was voiced in no un- 
certain terms, particularly as re- 
lating to the tariff structure and 
regional freight rate differentials. 

“We demand that there be a 
cessation of unfair attacks upon 
us—that we be allowed to live and 
to prosper in the degree allotted 
to us by a beneficent providence, 
without the artificial barriers 
placed in our way by partisan 
politics or sectional interests,” de- 
clared the new governor, 

In attacking freight rate ‘“dis- 
crimination,” Dixon had only 
praise for his predecessor, Bibb 
Graves, saying “the problem has 
received the able attention of our 
retiring governor.”

We know that ours is the BEST advertising medium 
for the merchants of Elba and any others who want to got 
a message to the people of this section of the county, Many 
advertisers tell us that they receive good results from our 
paper, but we cannot sell them on the idea of regular ad- 
vertising. Then there is the business man who never pat- 
ronizes the local paper, but will bite at every scheme that 
comes along and pay good money for something that will 
not benefit him one dollar in way of increasing his sales. 
But we do not have the right to say how any one spends 
his money. 

The greatest concern of business and civie leaders 
today is ‘How To Make OUR YVown A Better Town,” and 
how to “Keep the Mail Order Houses From Getting All 
the Money.”” What may we expect when a large per cent 
of these leaders patronize all those agencies that are tak- 
ing the business away from us, and when business men are 
making no effort to keep this business at home? Sales- 
men representing cut-throat houses are allowed to work 
Elba without paying one penny for the privilege, while 
local business pays for the privilege of staying here and 
supporting the town and its functions of government, 

We cannot make the merchants advertise—but we 
can tell them that through advertising they can keep at 
home some of the money that is being spent elsewhere. 
There are more mail order catalogs in this section of the 
county than in any other area of like size in the country. 
Does it pay THEM to advertise? You answer the question. 


A LITTLE RESPONSE 


As best we can remember, about a dozen people 
agreed with the article we carried in last week’s paper 
about cleaning-up our streets and sidewalks, and one or 
two even agreed with us on another subject mentioned. 
Of course, IT JS unusual when any one takes the time and 
trouble to compliment us or to tell us they agree with some 
of our expressed views. 

However, since it seemed that many people in Elba 
were interested in the “clean-up” campaign idea, we had 
hoped that some would take a little interest in the matter, 
enough at least to express themselves. We asked for ex- 
pressions in the hope that it might do some good. 

Are we satisfied with the present unsanitary, unsight- 
ly appearance of our streets and sidewalks?

I have found 
by experience that a shelled pea- 
nut will dry out very quickly, In 
only a few weeks the nut will be 
so dry that the husk will break 
and slip off if anything disturbs 
the nut. After the water has 
been dried from the shelled nut 
the husk is too large and any dis-

He has 
been hiding things from his family 
and friends, denying accusations, 
trying to cover up his guilt. Let him 
now abandon every such effort.

The second thing to be realized is 
that he has added to the pain and 
sorrow of his Lord. For a believer 
to turn away from Him is no light 
matter, to be casually dealt with. 
He needs to be deeply conscious of 
the wounding of the heart of the 
Lord, as well as of the damage done, 

But above all it was a look of 
love. The Lord deals in tenderness 
with the backslider, While he never 
can or will condone sin, He loves 
the sinner, and especially does He 
love the one who belongs to Him 
but who has gone astray. What a 
gracious Lord we do have! 


If we keep our shelled nuts in a 
Place that is damp and cold the 
nuts will absorb too much water 
and will mold, The hull keeps 
the nuts perfectly if they are only 
dry but it is pretty hard for man 
to do anything that will fully take 
the place of the original hull. I 
have found that the best way 
for us to keep our shelled pea- 
nuts is to tie them up in tight 
paper bags. Sallie swaps a ham 
for paper bags to be used in cur- 
ing our meat and at the same time 
she gets a supply of bags for the 
peanuts. We try to use new bags 
as they do not cost very much 
and we find that the new bags 
are more nearly airtight. We fill 
the bag about three-fourths full 
and we then fold the tops so no 
air can get in. After we have 
folded the top of the bag three 
or four times we tie it tightly 
with strong cord. We run the 
cord around the bag three ways 
sO we can be si're of handling it 
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without danger of tearing the bag 
cr spilling the nuts, After a bag 
has been filled and tied it is pack- 
ed in a tight box whieh has been 
prepared for that purpose. We 
put the kernels out of a bushel of 
nuts in an ordinary sixteen pound 
paper bag and we are thus en- 
able to know what we are doing 
while we are shelling and also 
while we are planting, We have 
found that this system keeps the 
nuts about as they are when they 
come out of the shell, We nave 
found that by using this method 
we can get a good stand of nuts 
most any year. Some of our 
neighbors place the shelled nuts 
ir. sacks while others use boxes 
or barrels, I have observed that 
the farmer who does not care for 
the shelled nuts as he should nev- 
er has a good stand. My plan 
not only protects the nut and helps 
you to get good stand but it also 
keeps the nuts where the rats 
cannot get to them, I once tried 
to get a good stand of nuts by 
putting down more seed but I 
found this to be very expensive. 
By properly protecting the shell- 
ea nuts until they are planted and 
by properly picking out the dam- 
aged kernels I have found that it 
is not necessary for me to put 
down any more nuts than I want 
to come up. In my humble opin- 


ion the farmers of this section 
are losing thousands of dollars 


each year by trying to get up a 
Stand of peanuts from kernels 
which have not been properly pro- 
tected since shelling, You might 
render a service to your neigh- 
bors by assisting them in correct- 
1y packing their shelled peanuts,

A BULL FARMER — There 
seems to be a sentiment out in 
our section against any man 


Llowing a steer or bull in mak- 
ing his crop. I agree with these 
critics that a steer is a pretty 
slow go on the farm and I would 
like to see the day when every 
farmer could buy and own a nice 
mule or mules to do his plowing. 
I’m not against steer plowing but 
I hope it will soon be over, as 


mules are much better. However, 
I feel that every good farmer 
should have at least one good 


work ox on his farm. It does not 
cost very much to keep an ox 
and of course you can grow and 
break your own ox, If you are 
a small farmer you should Keep 
one ox all the time and if you 
operate three or more plows you 
should keep a yoke of oxen. You 
can grow the animals without 
much expense and you can keep 
them in your pasture for no ex- 
pense at all while they are not 
being worked, While you are 
working them they should be fed 
and you can afford to feed them 
while they are at work. By hay- 
ing a good work ox handy you 
can help yourself out of a lot of 
Jams. An ox can be used for nu- 
merous jobs if you will only plan 
to use him, Such things as going 
to mill, hauling up some wood, 
hauling out late fertilizer, pulling 
a dropper or planter and keeping 
up the ends around the farm, If 
a mule gets sick or if it is neces- 
sary for a mule to make a trip 
your ox can take his place with 
very little trouble to you. I would 
like to see the day when every 


| farmer kept an ox for help and 


I would like to see the day when 
every farmer who has nothing but 
an ox to plow can sell that ox

and buy a nice mule, If we all 
had a good ox on hand through- 
out the year we could increase 
cur production. We keep a yoke 
of oxen-and we keep them busy 
most of the time. You will be 
Surprised at the number of folks 
around in the community who 
really want to handle your steers 
for you. We use an old darkey 
who seems to be perfectly happy 
while he is driving our steers. I 
have noticed that old men like 
steers. It must be that the gait 
of the steer is in keeping with the 
old man. Any old darkey will be 
delighted to have a job of driving 
your ox team. ‘There is nothing 
ou our farm which is more profit- 
éble than is our team of steers. 
You will find them just as useful 
if you will only have them and 
look out for something they can 
do, We should also take pride 
in our ox team as we remember 
what the ox and his mother have 
dene for the human race,

TOOL AND IMPLEMENT 
WEEK—Did you ever try having 
a tool and implement week on 
your farm? Boy, it is not only 
fun but you will get a real kick 
cut of the work for the entire 
year, While you are breaking 
your land you will have some idle 
bands around the place, So Vl 
suggest that you set aside one 
week as tool and implement week. 
While the hired man or the son is 
coing the heavy plowing you can 
care for this work. I would sug- 
gest that you gather up all the 
tools and implements on the farm 
and estimate how much paint it 
will take to cover the entire out- 
lay, go to town, buy the paint and 
come home determined to do a 
good job. Then use a wire brush 
to clean off the rust from the iron 
part of each implement and some 
course sandpaper to clean off the 
wooden parts. Give every part of 
every tool a good coating of paint 
and then place each tool and im- 
plement in its place. You will 
find that it is more pleasant to 
use these tools and your work will 
not be a burden to you, Our old 
practice of never painting a tool 
is about as foolish as was our old 
plan of leaving everything out in 
the rain and sunshine. It pays 
us well to keep every tool and im- 
plement protected from the weath- 
er and it will also pay us well to 
keep everything painted. We 
paint most everything over each 
Spring or Sallie growls. Will you 
try it once?

We find 
that the main causes of intant 
mortality are pre-maturity, birth 
injury, malformation, and infec- 
tion, 

Children are important not only 
because they give stimulation and 
balance to adult ilfe but also be- 
eause through their care, training 
and education, social progress may 
be achieved, Our greatest hope 
for future progress consists in the 
cevelopment of a strong, healthy 
ond intelligent group of young 
people,

Casts Bountiful Net 
Research to Gather 
Useful Statistics. 


WASHINGTON,—Science has cast 
a net of research into the north 
Atlantic, and has brought aid to fog- 
shrouded fishing banks where for 
three centuries fishermen of many 
nations have struggled for a Hvell- 
hood, 

After the improvements in ship 
motors, refrigeration, packing and 
marketing methods turned the tide 
of adversity that had beset New 
England fisheries in early stages of 
depression, the United States bureau 
of fisheries turned its attention to 
measures of conservation which 
promise to give permanence to the 
fish supply of the north Atlantic and 
promote its economical exploitation, 

Most extraordinary development, 
however, is the project of the bu- 
reau to determine the abundance 
of many species of New England 
groundfish, This ultimately may en- 
able a scientifie system of forecast- 
ing for the annual fishermen's catch 
comparable to the forecasts made 
by the department of agriculture for 
farm products but far more difficult 
due to many variable factors, 


Sixty Different Varictics, 


The various scientific programs | 


promise ultimately to have great 
international importance, since the 
north Atlantic fisheries long have 
been one of the world’s most valu- 
able sources ot food supply. 

Although the fishing on the New 
England banks is largely controlled 
by American capital, due to the 
tariff-free entry of fish caught by 
American vessels, large numbers of 
Portuguese, Italians and other na- 
tionalities are engaged. With new 
motorized vessels, the range of the 
fishermen has been extended to the 
Nova Scotian banks, once occupied 
chiefly by Canadians. Beyond are 
the Grand Bank, visited by Cana- 
dian and French fishermen and the 
larger American vessels. 

Modern statistical methods for 
counting the fish in the sea are be- 
ing employed in a study of the abun- 
dance of nearly a dozen species of 
New England groundfish, according 
to Acting Commissioner of Fisheries 
Charles BE. Jackson. 

In addition to New England’s 
“sacred codfish’? on which the 
groundfish industry was founded, 
haddock, pollock, hake, cusk, wolf- 
fish, rosefish and the various flat 
fishes are being included in the sur- 
vey being launched by the bureau. 

Potential Supplies Sought. 

By an elaborate statistical analy- 
sis of the catches made by vessels 
fishing the offshore banks, the bu- 
reau’s scientific staff expects to dis- 
cover the potential supplies of each 
important food fish studied.

out. Check the garden fence to 
see that all posts are sound—be 
fure that the gate is in good con- 
dition and stop all holes that may 
have been made under the fence.
